Those 
lands, if they were over set apart for 
military purposes, wore never conveyed or 
reserved; and it would be the height of 
nnwiadora— after a lapse of some twenty- 
five years, during which long period the 
Imperial govornment had ample opportu- 
nity to make a selection, if it desired— to 
allow then to remain locked up for an 
indefinilj) period. About a year ago we 
remember this same oveninu contemporary 
hotly attacking the govarnmuut for de- 
clining to throw open the Burrard 
Inlet and English Bay reserves 
while negotiations wore pending 
witli the railway company for the exten- 
sion of their line to Coal Harbor and 
English Bay. Now the govornment are 
ferociously attacked because the obstacle, 
the continuance of the reserve, having 
been removed they propose to throw a 
portion of the tract open to public compe- 
tition . The attempt to shako conlideiico 
in the title to these lands comes with ill- 
Kraoe from the quarter in which it has or- 
iginated. Not very long ago wo ventured 

• the assertion that the G. P. Railway had 
dealt so harshly with a syndicate who 
own a great deal of land on and about 
Coal Harbor that it seemed next to im - 
possible that the local holders would real- 
ize a profit on the lands tliat had been 
left them. For saying this wo were at- 
tacked without stint through the Times, 
which seems to have constituted itself tlie 
especial champion of the Coal Harbor 
speculators. The only interests that 
could possibly bo aflecled by our 
assertion wore private; but our 
couteuipornry's statement is calculated 
and iutoiuled to iuUiot an iujury on .tbo 
country at lavjje. It is the public iiiteroHts 
thatwi'lKsuUor il Hit- govorumout sale should 
prove a failure. The Times recognizes the 

' government as a real estate dealer in com- 
petition with the dealers iu Coal Harbor 
lot.''. Hence the agitation and the opposi- 
tion to the English Bay sale. The govern- 
ment is not to be allowed to ofl'or for sale a 
single lot uutil the Coal Harliorspeculators 
shaU have unloaded. The Klaiulpoint from 
which our oonteiiiporury avouUI appear to 
regiird the ni;i<tc; is that llie extension of 
the railway was bro\iglit about ciitiroly in 
the interi'st of private spL-culators and that 
the interests of the country or government 
are of secondary consideration altogether. 
Is this view correct? or do we' juilge our 
contemporary wTongly? Are we doing 
it au injustice when we say 
that in its eyes even Imperial interests 
must, not be suffered to interfere with the 
sale of Goal Harbor property, and that its 

. wail in behalf of tho military reserves 
which, as a matter of fact, never had an 
exintence, is like the plaintive sobs of i 
a crocodile, intended to delude 
But admitting the military reserve 
placed on the lands was at one time valid, 
what has our contemporary to say to the 
semi-olhcial annoiuicomont that tlie Im- 
perial government has no use for them for 
military purposes and that the only ob- 
Btaclo to an official announcement that the 
Imperial authorities "will have none of 
it," reside.? in the fact that they never 
owned them — never accepted them 
officially and never had them conveyed to 

\ them officially ? If our contemporary i^ of 
opinion that the lands of the province 
should remain locked up and unused for 
a quarter of a century and that tho lock- 
ing up process should continue for an in- 
detinite period, or until Coal Harboritea 
get rid of their holdings, ho will Gnd few 
to "second his motion." Of so little value 
do the Ira-perial government regard the 
lands now under discussion for defensive 
purposes that it is on record that a certain 
gallant admiral remarked that in exchange 
for fifty acres of land fronting on Egqui- 
malt harbor the Imperial government 
would rolinquibh any claim that they 
were supposed to have to "JOOO acres on 
Burrard Inlet 1 So much for the plea in 
favor of the land bei.ng further continued 
for military purposes. In offering 
the lands the government are acting in 
accordance with the true interests of tho 
country and in pursuance of their policy 
as announced during the last session and 
approved by the Houae by a very decided 
majority. 

a'ijc IMuniiiis of l..oriie on Home 
Rule. 

LoNiiON, Dec. 21. — Tlie iM'dij Ntn:-< 
this morning publishes an interview with 
the Marquis of Lome, in which he said: 
"Little can be learned from Canadian and 
American experience in favor of what Mr. 
Gladstone calls devotion. On tlio con- 
trary the Aiijerioan govurinneiit found it 
necessary to curtail the puwur of the 
ooloniea, and the Statea dtvolved power 
on the Federal guvoriinieiit in order to 
preserve the Union. Ireland'- welffir's 
depends on unity to enable her to borrow 
money on ea.'.y rates for local purposes for 
which tho Canadian syatein is ample. 
True, this fails, to satisfy thelN^ali-jiialists; 
the freedom which the Nationalists desire 
means ^he gratification of vanity at the 
expense of life-kng misery. Nobody 
would lend money to such a state, secea- 
sion would find death in war, ag in 
America. If a parliament bo again seen 
in Dublin, the patriotic Irishman, equally 
with the Englishman and Scotchman, will 
insist npon guarantees of vital limitations, 
not merely economies but easoutial as a 
part of its existence. Tho maintenance 
of an armed force under Imperial power 
would be the most vital limitation. 

An interview was had to-day with 
Right Hon. H. Cliilder.s, Chancellor of tho 
Excheijuor under jMr. Gladstone's adaiin- 
iatration, on the subject of Irish homo 
rule. The ox-miniBtor said that his vioivs 
on the question had undergone no change. 
3o thought tliat if home rule were grant- 
ed to Ireland, a rigid lino should bodrawn 
between strictly imperial matters, winch 
the imperial parliament alone should 
deal with, and measures relating to the 
ordinary administration of justice, in- 
ternal trade, railroads, public works, 
education, and the relief of tho poor, all 
of which questions could be better dealt 
with by the • local government. Mr. 
Ohilders said he was generally disposed to 
'meet in a ge.herous spirit the request of 
Ireland' for lotsal self-government. He 
thought that parliament might require 
even in the regulation of purely Irish 
matters tho mainteoanco of religious lib- 
erty, and a strict obsorvanoo of c<intract8 
and that tho rights of property bo as 
much protected as under the United States 
constitution from. infringement by the in- 
dividual state.

ENGLAND. 

London, Deo, 28. — It is rumored this 
evening that on tho assembling of parlia- 
ment John Bright, member elect for Bir- 
mingham, central division, will resign be- 
cause he is opposed to the advanced views 
of tho radicals.
